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INDIANA STORM 


Greatest Flood That Ever Struck Peru Occurred 


Thursday florning-The Storm Was.Also 


Very Severe at Wabash. 


Peru, ln«|.,- July 
2—TLe 
greatest 


flood that ever struck Peru occurred 
at 5 o'clock this morning due to a 
cloudburst in the hills just north of 
the city. Rain fell in sneets for an 
hour and Streams overflowed 
their 


banks in less than ten minutes. The 
water backed up to the Wabash rail- 
road tracks and entirely submerged 
north Peru and Elmwood, where 250 
families live. 


Elmwood is under six feet of water 


and the water stands two feet deep in 
some houses which have been desert- 
ed. Fences are not to be seen and 
household goods are stored on the sec- 
ond floors. People are riding over the 
streets ^pn hurriedly made rafts, con- 
structed of culverts and board side- 
walks. 


The water rushed through Hiner's 


cut on the Lake Erie and "Western rail- 
road right of way like a river. Ter- 
rific Jightning accompanied the storm. 
Bridges and culverts on the Lake Brie 


and! .Western railroad between this city 
and Eel river are washed away. A 
small ditch under the Wabasn rail- 
road track is the only chanco for the 
water iff the submerged district to pars 


away. 
Consequently tiie waters are 


receding very slowly. 


STORM AT WABASH. 


Wabash, Ind., July 2—The heaviest 


rain and electrical storm ever known 
in this vicinity prevailed last night. It 
began raining at 7 o'clock and contin- 
ued until 1 o'clock this morning with- 
out intermisison. The lightning and 
thunder was terrific for seven hours. 
The Wabash railroad has a bad wash- 
out, delaying all trains.

BREEDING PELICANS. 


Cncle Sam'n New Venture Down on 


Florida's Bant Coast. 


Uncle Sam is now the possessor of a 


private aviary of bis owu, where he is 
breeding brown pelicans by the whole- 
sale, says a Washington special dis- 
patch to the Pittsburg Dispatch. The 
reservation was acqu'red by the gov- 
ernmezit several weeks ago, but noth- 
ing was said about it, as the birds 
were breeding and there was danger of 
swarms of visitors breaking up their 
domestic habits by constantly calling 
upon them. Pelican island, situated off 
the east coast of Florida, has long been 
a sightseeing point, covered by hun- 
dreds of brown pelicans, and it also 
wooed, hunters In large numbers unti. 
there was every evidence of these in- 
teresting birds becoming extinct. 


Pelican island is the only place on the 


east coast where they breed in colonies. 
Fearing for the safety of the birds 
Secretary Wilson secured an order 
making it a government reservation, 
appointed a warden and gave him in- 
structions that no one should be al- 
lowed to land on the island without the 
order of the secretary of agriculture. 
The bird* hare for years been sought 
for their beautiful plumage.
